Speaks at Golden Jubilee of Dixon Public 


Library Here Friday

In clear, bold strokes. Dr. Edward J. Ryan painted a vivid picture 


Friday night of a young infantry captain stationed at Dixon Ferry in 
1832 during the Blackhawk war. 


,Dr. Ryan's address was the climax to the Dixon Public library's 


golden jubilee celebration. He spoke to almost 200 persons in Loveland 
Community building. 


His captain, who was 23 when he joined a volunteer company to 


put down an Indian uprising, later became commander-in-chief of the 
army. The captain was Abraham Lincoln. 


"Lincoln bivouacked in these 


hills, within a stone's throw of this 
very building," Dr. Ryan, a former 
Dixonite, told' his audience. He 
called our Rock river valley "God's 
Meadows," a phrase his grand- 
mother had used.

Dewey Urges 
U. S. Not to

WASHINGTON— (AP) — Gov. 


Thomas E. Dewey urged congress 
today not to "haul down the'flag" 
by barring the sending of Amer- 
ican troops to Europe. 


The New York governor told 


the senate foreign relations and 
armed services committees approv- 
al of a resolution by Senator Wher- 
ry of Nebraska, the Republican 
floor .leader, "would parajyz* the 
capacity \& tlii?"nafi6n'-,forlts"own 
defense." 


Wherry has proposed that the 


senate record itself as opposed to 
the president's dispatching any 
more divisions to join the North 
Atlantic defense force until con- 
gress passed on the policy in- 
volved. 


No Implied Approval 


Dewey, the 
1948 Republican 


presidential nominee, said his op- 
position to the Wherry proposal 
does not "imply approval of all 
aspects of our foreign policy, of 
the present fiscal policies of the 
government, of its wage and price 
control policies or of the national 
budget." 


But he said the adoption of Tne 


Wherry resolution would be inter- 
preted in Europe as indicating an 
American withdrawal into "isola- 
tionism." 


"If this resolution should be 


adopted it would be taken in every 
capital in the world, both free and 
slave, as a signal that the United 
States has hauled down its flag," 
he said in a prepared statement. 


Would Little Understand 


"The other nations of the world 


would little understand or care to 
inquire about the political differ- 
ences which might have caused the 
adoption of the resolution or the 
constitutional questions involved. 


"It would be understood to be 


a formal adoption by the senate 
of the United States of the theory 
that the rest of the world was 
either indefensible or not worth 
defending and that we had retreat- 
ed into fortress America."

It seems that Lincoln was elect- 


ed company captain by 50 of the 
68 men who fought with him 
against Chief Black Hawk but 
that his commission expired before 
the fighting ended. Lincoln ex- 
tended his military career by sign- 
ing up again as a private. 


"He always had the heart of a 


private," the author of a Lincoln 
novel continued. 


"I like to think Lincoln's career 


in the Black Hawk war was his 
baptism of understanding and tliat 
from it he gained a willingness 
to declare the issues between the 
states in the Civil war." 


In sketching the background of 


the Black Hawk war, Dr. Ryan 
said: 


War of Aggression 


"It was a war of aggression 


with the United States govern- 
ment as the aggressor. The Sauk 
and Fox Indians had ceded rich 
lands to the government for a pit- 
tance." He called it an "infamous 
agreement."

Moore, commander of the United 
States ninth corps, died today 
after he walked away from his 
crashed helicopter in the Han river 
north of Yoju. 


General Moore collapsed 
and 


died in the van of Brig. Gen. H. J. 
D. Myers, 24th division artillery 
commander. 
It was not imme- 


diately determined whether Moors 
died of crash injuries or a heart 
attack. 


The helicopter plummeted into 


the Han river as it lost power sud- 
denly. Both the general and his 
pilot were helped ashore by troops 
from a U. S. engineer unit camped 
along the river. 


The general was able to walk 


ashore and was taken to General 
Myers' van before collapsing. 


Fourth General Lost 


General Moore's body was flown 


to a field hospital and then to his 
command post where an honor 
guard waited. 


The 56-year-old Moore was the 


fourth general lost by United Na- 
tions forces in Korea.

Four other men were accused of

Dhlammi in the canmbalistic rite 
prescribed 
by Swaziland witch 


doctors. 


At their preliminary hearing at 


Bromersdorp, one-time capital of 
Swaziland, all five pleaded not 
guilty. They were committed to 
trial in high court in April. 


Authorities described the case 


a.s one of the strangest and most 
gruesome in a long history of 


ritual murders and witchery for 
which Swaziland is noted. 


The court was told how 12-year- 


old Solinye was chosen by witch 
doctors for the young chief's "good 
medicine." The boy was tied to a 
fig tree on a river bank until he 
became a living skeleton, accord- 
ing to the evidence. 


Then, after a witch doctor slash- 


ed his throat, part of his flesh was 
cooked in a stew and eaten in the 
presence of his Christian mother. 
She was the only/one who did not 
partake of the meal. 


Other bits of the boy's body 


were put into pieces of corn bread 
and passed around. The remains 
were thrown into the river.

To drill holes for any of these

On Aug. 19, 1950, there ap- 


peared in 'the Dixon Telegraph an 
article entitled "Lets Look at the 
Record." 
This appeared in the 


"Voice of the People." Attention 
was there called to the fact that 
there had been not one conviction 
secured by the state's attorney 
during his term in office where the 
defendants were represented by 
counsel of their own selection, 
cases of manslaughter, for assault 
to commit rape, for larceny, for 
embezzlement for perjury, con- 
spiracy and the confidence game, 
all stood trial and having been 
prosecuted by the state's attorney 
had been acquitted. 


Since Aug. 19, 1950, there has 


been the prosecution of a criminal 
case by Mr. Pires, for indecent 
liberties. The defendant was con- 
victed and his case is on the road 
to the supreme court 
In this 


town where gambling is prohibited 
I will bet anybody two dollars to 
one that the case will be reversed 
for errors committed by the state's 
attorney. 


There was another case of in- 


decent liberties since Aug. 19, 1950. 
A Methodist 'minister, from out of 
the state, was arrested for the 
same charge. He was represented 
by Robert L. Bracken, in a hearing 
before Sterling Schrock jrf, a 
justice of the peace; he was not 
even held for trial and went home 
the same day. 


The record will further show 


that during the same years, Mr. 
Pires has been state's attorney, 
and for a much longer period of 
time. Bracken, the other candidate 
for circuit judge, has been on one 
side or the other for practically 
every important case tried in Lee 
county and his record has been 
amazingly successful for all of 
his clients. 
All of which is a 


matter of record in the files ol 


was presented to them a petition 
or an instrument of some kind 
asking the coiafcitteemen to en- 
dorse or recoi^piend him, Mr. 
Pires, as the rieSct circuit judge. 
Judge George cf, Dixon was then 
in office and so', far as the public 
knew he probably would be a 
candidate for.reelection. This was 
more than a year and a half 
previous to the time when a new 
judge would be elected. 


On Feb. 10, 1950, the state's 


attorney, Mr. Pires, wrote letters 
to the chief of police of the City of 
Dixon, and the, sheriff's office 
that he was of Ihe opinion that 
gambling existed in Dixon and 
that it must cease. Gambling had 
openly-existed in Dixon for six or 
seven years prior to that date. 
There were at least three book- 
makers running openly, practically 
every tavern was operating punch 
boards, "joy jars" and various 
other forms of gambling; that was 
common knowledge, but apparent- 
ly the state's attorney had all of a 
sudden "discovered" this after he 
had contacted the precinct com- 
mitteemen. 
He then announced 


that he .was a candidate for circuit 
judge -and sent announcements to 
all of the newspapers in the 
county; then, for some reason of 
his own, he stopped the publica- 
tion of these notices for the time 
being, and directed them to hold 
up the announcement 


On Feb. 15, 1950, George C. 


Dixon, the sitting judge, made a 
public statement that owing to the 
condition of his health he^would 
not seek reelectijjn. Mr. Dixon has 
had every politiml honor that Lee 
county and the fflty of Dixon could 
bestow upon bjji. He has been 
mayor of the cXy, a member of 
the legislature.*!^ member of the 
state senate, a* member of the 
constitutional convention and cir- 
cuit judge. HisJiealth is not good. 
That was the first indication that 
the public knew that Judge Dixon 
would not be a candidate. 


On Feb. 16, 1950, the state's 


attorney again 
announced and 


ruled that "all gambling 
must 


cease" and following that an- 
nouncement slot machines were 
taken from the Elks club and other 
various clubs around the county. 


Photographs were published in 


the newspapers showing the duel 
of police and others, breaking up 
slot machines and a really exciting 
and sensational show was put on 
with reference to this gambling 
which had been going on for years 
and years.

When you have played Canasta 


once or twice, you find out that 
you must pay a lot of attention to 
the discards of the player at your 
left. From those discards you can 
find out a great deal about the 
nature of his hand. This will help 
you discard in such a way as not 
to gife away the pack. 


While you are watching the dis- 


cards of the player at your left 
don't forget to note what is" done 
by your patrner. Careful attention 
to your partner's discards may 
make a tremendous difference in 
your score. 


For example, the other night I 


sat behind a player who needed 
120 points for his initial meld. The 
opponents had already melded aces 
and several other denominations. 
The hand had progressed to a 
point where it was clearly up to 
this player to meld since it was 
very unlikely that his partner 
could. 


He held, after the draw, three 


aces, two jacks, two nines, two 
deuces, and three odd cards. The 
question was how to meld 120 
points. 
It was important to put the 


deuces on a meld that would soon 
develop into a canasta. Otherwise 
the opponents would keep on meld- 
ing and the hand would be disas- 
trous. 


Since the opponents had already 


melded aces, there was no point at 
all- in melding deuces with the 
aces. The player considered put- 
ting one deuce with the jack and 
another deuce with the nine. This 
seemed dangerous, since it would 
mean melding nine cards. He 


therefore decided to put both 
deuces either with the jacks or 
with the nines. The question was, 
which? 
.

He decided to put down the two 


jacks with the two deuces. This 
decision led to disaster. He and 
his partner never succeeded in 
making a canasta. Meanwhile, the 
opponents ran wild and melded 
practically everything in the deck. 


This was not a bad guess—it 


was bad judgment If the player 
had paid attention to his partner's 
discards, he would have noted that 
his partner had already discard^ 
two jacks but had never discarded 
a nine. At the time that he melded, 
his partner held no jacks but three 
nines. 


If he had melded the deuces 


with his pair of nines, his partner 
would have made a canasta im- 
medaitely. They would have man- 
aged to meld out in short order, 
and would have broken even in- 
stead of losing over 4,000 points 
on the hand.

The Doctor Answers» 


Sooner Cancer Is Found 
The Easier It Is to Remedy 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, MJJ. 


Until measures Jhave been dis- 


covered to prevent cancer and to 
treat it by some chemical or 
tissue preparation (and this may 
not be so far off) every grownup 
should be alert to early suspicious 
symptoms. This is most important 
because even with the methods of 
treatment which we have today 
a high proportion of cures can be 
obtained if this disease is recog- 
nized early and appropriate steps 
taken. 


What are the signs then which 


raise suspicion and should lead us 
to have X-rays or other'investiga- 
tions? Abnormal bleeding from 
any of the body openings is one. 
This is by no means always caused 
by cancer but it should never be 
ignored without trying1 to trace 
what is causing it. 


The appearance of a lump any- 


where on the body should also be 
investigated. In such cases the 
doctor often wants to make a little 
cut into it so he can remove a tiny 
portion of tissue and examine it 
under the microscope for cancer 
cells. 


Since cancer attacks the stom- 


ach or intestines more often than 
any other one part of the anatomy 
any loss of weight which cannot 
be explained by dieting or some 
other obvious reason should not 
be " ignored. 


Difficulty in swallowing, loss of 


appetite or anemia are other signs 
requiring attention. Long contin- 


ued hoarseness or a cough which 
does not clear up should also send 
one for examination. 
~" 
_ 


All this means that we should 


not delay in the presence of sus- 
picious signs even if they often 
prove to be a false alarm. And 
if a cancer almost anywhere ia 
caught early it can be successfully 
treated. There are three methods 
of attacking it: to cut it out—r 
surgery—to use X-rays, and to 
'use radium. 
DOCTOR DECIDES 


.Great strides have been 


in all of these. For example it 
is now possible even to remove 
and thereby cure many cancers of 
the lungs though 25 years ago this 
seemed impossible. Which of these 
methods to use and how to use 
them is, of course, something that 
can be decided only by the trained 
doctor. 


In discussing this subject it ia 


always necessary to warn against 
worrying about cancer so much* 
that life is no longer worth living. 
Some people do this and It just 
doesn't make sense. We should 
strive to be reasonably careful not 
to overlook anything important 
but at the same time to avoid get- 
ting into a state of chronic fright.

"He was vilified in his day," Dr. 


Ryan declared. "He was called a 
baboon and ape. But he lives on 
in our hearts because of the majes- 
ty of his thoughts and his simple 
eloquence." 


Dr. Ryan, a former Dixon Eve- 


ning Telegraph newsboy, then 
brought the lines in Lincoln's fam- 
ily into bold relief: 


"His was a shiftless, restless 


family. His mother was believed 
to have been the illegitimate 
daughter of a planter. Even Lin 
coin's ancestry was doubted. 


Dies Insane 


"His wife, Mary Todd Lincoln 


was known for her violent temper 
She died insane. Two of.his sons 
died while they were young." 


Dr. Ryan said Lincoln though 


of two things when he mustere< 
out of the infantry and returned tc 
his home in New Salem: Ann 
Rutledge and his candidacy for th 
state legislature. 


As it turned out, Dr. Ryan ex- 


plained, Lincoln never was to have 
the woman'he loved and he was 
defeated in his first attempt to 
gain public office. 


Might Have Settled Down 


"Had Anne Rutledge lived and 


had Lincoln been elected to the 
legislature," the speaker theorized, 
he might have settled down, "he 
might not have gone on to hold a 
divided nation from a permanent 
separation. The fate of the world 
might have been changed." 


"But now," Dr. Ryan concluded, 


"the world and all mankind will be 
forever in his debt." 


Henry C. Warner introduced Dr. 


Ryan by decribing him as "a home- 
town boy from the country who 
made good in a big way." 


Warner, who introduced the 


speaker as a "personal acquain- 
tance," safd the golden jubilee cele- 
bration was to honor 'the institu- 
tion (the public library) and those 
who have served it."

thanked the 


"Friends of the Library," sponsors 
of the program.

Promises War on 
Profits, Calls 
For More Taxes 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — An 
arly decision on the touchy ques- 
tion of wages and how they will 
be allowed to go seemed possible 
oday. 


Mobilization Director CSiarles E. 


Wilson in a radio broadcast last 
night said that "wage policies are 
being modified Again." He did not 
elaborate, but Howard Chase, a 
Wilson aide, strengthened specul- 
ation that Wilson- meant the 10 
per cent Increase ceiling voted by 
;he wage stabilization board would 
be "modified" by Stabilization Di- 
rector Eric Johnston. The ceiling 
would presumably be "modified" 
n only one direction—up. 


That 10 per cent ceiling was 


quickly followed by a protest walk- 
out of the board's three labor 
members. 


In his first report to the nation 


on "The State of Mobilization" 
Wilson called for a giant effort 
during the next three years to 
build up unprecedented productive 
strength. He spoke over a nation- 
wide radio hookup. 


War OB Profits 


The chief mobilizer promised 


war to extinction on profiteering 
and inflation/ strongly backed 
President Truman's request for a 
quick new tax levy, said without 
elaboration that wage policies are 
being modified, hinted at the ne- 
cessity for changing farm price 
protection and promised swift pro- 
duction of the mightiest arsenal 
the world Jias ever seen. 


Wilson indicated, in pegging his 


estimates 'and predictions to the 
next two or three years, that the 
nation may be over the hump of 
its task by then—barring, as he 
repeatedly said, all-out war. 


He discussed some of the thorn- 


iest problems of mobilization, but 
his speech obviously was aimed at 
balancing atomic age terrors, con- 
gressional wrangles, loyal quizzes 
and battle reports with a fait» 
that the nation's problems are only 
a measure of its opportunities. 


Nation Is Sound 


"This nation of ours is in. a 


sound position," he said, adding, 
"my greatest hope is that you will 
come to share with me my own 
profound confidence in our ability 
to take a storm, weather it, and 
to come out with strength and 
vigor." 


A provident, fearless and united 


American people, he said, "can 
look forward to Capacitl Unlimit- 
ed ... this is an age which again 
calls for bold minds and not for 
little men." 


No Popularity Contest 


' "We are going to ask the most 
abundant economy in the world to 
produce, in the next two or three 
years, an extra 150 billions for 
defense," Wilson declared. 
He 


gave as "examples of a produc- 
tive capacity that will be our best 
guarantee of lasting peace" goals 
of 35,000 tanks a year and 18,000 
jet engines a month. 
In both 


cases the aim was capacity to pro- 
duce, not necessarily production of 
the amounts Wilson named. 


"Obviously," he said, "the effort 


to achieve these goals can't be 
run like a popularity contest . . . 
there will be higher taxes. There 
will be price and wage controls 
and further credit restrictions." 


Wilson went into each of these.

Short did not explain why such 


material would be of value to his 
chief. The reorganization plan 
mentioned would abolish the jobs 
of the RFC board ot directors and 
put one man boss over the agency 
to pass on loans. 


But the fact that the president 


called for the material raised the 
probability the subcommittee will 
explore anew and more deeply the 
question of how far a congress- 
man may properly go to urge the 
lending of public funds. Senator 
Fulbright (D-Ark), the subcom- 
mittee chairman, said the group 
found an answer to that in its first 
round of inquiries into RFC poli- 
cies. 


Senator Tobey (RTNH), a leader 


in the investigation, told reporters 
he thought the subcommittee now 
should at least look at all letters 
the president has seen, and make 
closer inquiry if it finds anything 
"that would cause you to lift an 
eyebrow."

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U. S. Ready to Let Contract for 
Atom-Powered Aircraft Engine 


WASHINGTON. (AP) — With 


jet bombers already japping: across i 
two oceans at a 400-mile-per-hour 
clip, the United States is nego- 
tiating for actual construction of 
the world's first known atom- 
powered aircraft engine. 


Plans for the atom-driven engine 


were disclosed yesterday, with air 
force permission, by the General 
Electric <.oiup*ni. A GE spokes- 
man said contractual negotiations 
for the nuclear power plant "are 
under way." 


The announcement was made 


shortly after the arrival here of an 
English-made Canberra jet bomber 
which streaked across the North 
Atlantic Wednesday in four hours 
and 40 minutes. 


Above 400 MPH 


Then the air force disclosed 


that one of its B-47 Stratojet 
bombers spanned the Pacific to 
Honolulu Thursday m something 
under six hours for an average 
speed above 400 miles an hour. 


In winging here from the end 


of its record-breaking flight from 
Ireland to Newfoundland, the Can- 
berra covered 1,325 miles in thtee 
hours and 10 minutes. Its pilot 
said air speed averaged between 
450 and 500 miles an hour. 


The B-47's 2,400 mile non-stop 


flight from Sacramento, Calif., to 
Honolulu gave an indication of the

progress the air force has made 
in increasing the striking range of 
its jet bomber fleet. The swept- 
wing plane, designed to carry A- 
bombs, had no place to land in 
flight. 


Longest for Jet 


Considering the value of the 


plane and the lives involved, it is 
a leaaoiiable assumption that the 
air force was certain of a sub- 
stantial lange margin for the 
flight—the longest of its kind for 
a jet plane. 


The B-47 can be assumed to 


have a minimum combat radius of 
1.500 miles, and possibly 2,000 
miles. Combat radius is usually 
40 per cent of the one-way range. 


Actual 
production of 
atom- 


powered engines is expected to 
take several years. However, Gen. 
Hoyt Vandenberg, air chief of 
staff, said recently atomic flight 
is closer than most people realize. 


Range Unlimited 


Officials say an atom-powered 


plane would have range almost un- 
limited 
and 
almost 
incredible 


speed. They observed there are 
designs for aircraft able to travel 
2,500 miles an hour. And a pound 
of U-235 used in producing nuclear 
power is calculated to do the work 
of 6,000,000 gallons of gasoline. 


GE said that "subject to suc- 


cessful completion of negotiations" 
with the air force, it expected to 
work on the atom power unit at 
its aircraft gas turbine (jet en- 
gine) plant in Lockland, O.

Credit Curbs 
Eased for 
Vet Builders 


Any eligable veteran who, 


prior to Oct. 12, 1950,has ac- 
quired a building: lot with the 
intention of building his home 
on it, may be exempted from 
the credit restrictions impos- 
ed on that date for GI loan 
purposes, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration said today,
